Gentlemen : 


In  re:  Vacation  of  Alley  in  Katherine 

M.  Price’s  Subdivision 


I have  heretofore  filed  a petition  to  have  this  alley 
vacated.  I did  not  set  forth  therein  the  reasons  for 
the  petition  because  I have  already  discussed  the 
matter  with  some  people  and  I thought  that  there  was 
sufficient  discussion. 

I believe  that  your  investigation  will  disclose  that 
this  alley  easement  was  put  in  at  the  time  of  the  platting 
of  Katherine  M.  Price's  Subdivision.  It  has  never 
been  opened  up.  All  property  owners  on  both  sides 
of  the  alley  have  signed  a petition  to  have  it  vacated 
for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  It  dead  ends  at  the  north  end  and  there  is  no  place 
for  it  to  go. 

2.  It  would  only  become  littered  with  trash  and  rubbish 
and  become  unsightly  to  the  same  extent  that  the  balance 
of  the  alley  has  become. 

3.  There  is  no  need  for  this  alley  for  the  reason  that 
all  of  the  real  estate  on  both  sides  thereof  will  have 
ample  space  for  ingress  and  egress  to  their  garages. 

4.  For  the  further  reason  that  the  opening  of  said  alley 
would  serve  no  useful  purpose  and  is  not  necessary  and 

is  not  to  the  public  interest.
